1 An Act relating to the elimination of the legislative services
2 agency, and including effective date provisions.
3 BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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DIVISION I
LEGISLATIVE SERVICES AGENCY — ELIMINATION
Section 1. Section 2.12, subsection 4, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:
4., There is appropriated out of any funds in the state

treasury not otherwise appropriated such sums as may be

necessary for the fiscal year budgets budget of the legislatiwve
services—agenceyand—the office of ombudsman for salaries,

support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes to carry

out their its statutory responsibilities. The legistative
servieces—agency—and—the office of ombudsman shall submit their
its proposed budgets budget to the legislative council not
later than September 1 of each year. The legislative council
shall review and approve the proposed budgets budget not later
than December 1 of each year. The budget approved by the
legislative council for each of its statutory legislative
agencies shall be transmitted by the legislative council

to the department of management on or before December 1

of each year for the fiscal year beginning July 1 of the
following year. The department of management shall submit

the approved budgets received from the legislative council

to the governor for inclusion in the governor’s proposed
budget for the succeeding fiscal year. The approved budgets
shall also be submitted to the chairpersons of the committees
on appropriations. The committees on appropriations may
allocate from the funds appropriated by this section the funds
contained in the approved budgets, or such other amounts as
specified, pursuant to a concurrent resolution to be approved
by both houses of the general assembly. The director of the
department of administrative services shall issue warrants for
salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes
upon requisition by the administrative head of each statutory
legislative agency. If the legislative council elects to
change the approved budget for a legislative agency prior to

July 1, the legislative council shall transmit the amount of
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the budget revision to the department of management prior to
July 1 of the fiscal year, however, if the general assembly
approved the budget it cannot be changed except pursuant to a
concurrent resolution approved by the general assembly.

Sec. 2. Section 2.42, subsections 1, 2, and 14, Code 2022,
are amended by striking the subsections.

Sec. 3. Section 2.46, subsection 2, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:

2. Examination. Examine the reports and official acts of
the executive council and of each officer, board, commission,
and department of the state, in respect to the conduct and
expenditures thereof and the receipts and disbursements of
public funds thereby. All state departments and agencies are
required to immediately notify the legislative fiscal committee
of the legislative council and—the—director—of the legistative
servieces—ageney if any state facilities within their
jurisdiction have been cited for violations of any federal,
state, or local laws or regulations or have been decertified
or notified of the threat of decertification from compliance
with any state, federal, or other nationally recognized
certification or accreditation agency or organization.

Sec. 4. Section 2.48, subsection 2, paragraph b,
subparagraph (1), Code 2022, is amended to read as follows:

(1) Estimate for each fiscal year, in conjunction with +he
tegistativeservieces—ageney—and the department of revenue, the
cost of each individual tax expenditure and the total cost
of all tax expenditures, and by December 15 provide those
estimates to the governor for use in the preparation of the
budget message under section 8.22 and to the general assembly
to be used in the budget process.

3. Perform other duties as directed by the direeter—ofthe
legislative services—ageney or—the legislative council and as
provided by law.

Sec. 8. Section 7D.29, subsection 2, paragraph a, Code 2022,
is amended by striking the paragraph.

Sec. 9. Section 8.55, subsection 3, paragraph c,
subparagraph (2), Code 2022, is amended to read as follows:

(2) The governor issues an official proclamation and
notifies the legislative fiscal committee and—the legisltative
serviees—ageney that the balance of the general fund is
negative and that an appropriation made pursuant to this
paragraph brings the general fund of the state into balance.

Sec. 10. Section 8.62, subsection 3, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:

3. On or before June 30 of the fiscal year following the
fiscal year in which funds were encumbered under this section,
an agency encumbering funds under this section shall report
to the joint appropriations subcommittee which recommends
funding for the agency, thelegislative serviees—ageneysr the
department of management, and the legislative fiscal committee
of the legislative council detailing how the moneys were
expended. Moneys shall not be encumbered under this section
from an appropriation which received a transfer from another
appropriation pursuant to section 8.39.

Sec. 11. Section 8A.123, subsection 1, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:

1. Activities of the department shall be accounted
for within the general fund of the state, except that the
director may establish and maintain internal service funds
in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles,

as defined in section 8.57, subsection 4, for activities of
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the department which are primarily funded from billings to
governmental entities for services rendered by the department.
The establishment of an internal service fund is subject to
the approval of the director of the department of management
and the concurrence of the auditor of state. At least ninety
days prior to the establishment of an internal service fund
pursuant to this section, the director shall notify in writing
the general assembly, including the legislative councily and
the legislative fiscal committee;—and—the tegistative services
ageney.

Sec. 12. Section 8A.124, Code 2022, is amended to read as
follows:

8A.124 Additional personnel.

The department may employ, upon the approval of the
department of management, additional personnel in excess of
the number of full-time equivalent positions authorized by the
general assembly if such additional personnel are reasonable
and necessary to perform such duties as required to meet
the needs of the department to provide services to other
governmental entities and as authorized by this chapter. The
director shall notify in writing the department of management+
and the legislative fiscal committee;—and—thetegistative
serviees—ageney of any additional personnel employed pursuant
to this section.

Sec. 14. Section 8A.341, subsection 2, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:

2, If money is appropriated for this purpose, by November 1
of each year supply a report which contains the name, gender,
county, or city of residence when possible, official title,
salary received during the previous fiscal year, base salary as
computed on July 1 of the current fiscal year, and traveling
and subsistence expense of the personnel of each of the
departments, boards, and commissions of the state government
except personnel who receive an annual salary of less than one
thousand dollars. The number of the personnel and the total
amount received by them shall be shown for each department in
the report. All employees who have drawn salaries, fees, or
expense allowances from more than one department or subdivision
shall be listed separately under the proper departmental
heading. On the request of the director, the head of each
department, board, or commission shall furnish the data
covering that agency. The report shall be distributed upon
request without charge in an electronic medium to each caucus
of the general assembly, the legislative serviees—ageneyyr the
chief clerk of the house of representatives, and the secretary
of the senate. Copies of the report shall be made available to
other persons in an electronic medium upon payment of a fee,
which shall not exceed the cost of providing the copy of the
report. Sections 22.2 through 22.5 apply to the report. All
funds from the sale of the report shall be deposited in the
printing revolving fund established in section 8A.345.

Sec. 15. Section 8B.13, subsections 1 and 5, Code 2022, are
amended to read as follows:

1. Activities of the office shall be accounted for
within the general fund of the state, except that the chief

information officer may establish and maintain internal
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service funds in accordance with generally accepted accounting
principles, as defined in section 8.57, subsection 4, for
activities of the office which are primarily funded from
billings to governmental entities for services rendered by

the office. The establishment of an internal service fund is
subject to the approval of the director of the department of
management and the concurrence of the auditor of state. At
least ninety days prior to the establishment of an internal
service fund pursuant to this section, the chief information
officer shall notify in writing the general assembly, including
the legislative council+ and the legislative fiscal committee+
and—the legislative serviees—ageney.

of the agency strategic plan, including the effectiveness
of its programs, based on performance measures, performance
targets, and performance data. The department may make
recommendations to improve agency performance which may include
modifying, streamlining, consolidating, expanding, redesigning,
or eliminating programs.

Sec. 25. Section 80E.1l, subsection 2, paragraph c, Code
2022, is amended to read as follows:

c. Submit an advisory budget recommendation to the governor
and general assembly concerning enforcement programs, treatment
programs, and education programs related to drugs within the
various departments. The coordinator shall work with these
departments in developing the departmental budget requests to
be submitted to thelegislative servieces—ageneyand the general
assembly.

Sec. 26. Section 97B.17, subsection 5, Code 2022, is amended
to read as follows:

Section 331.391, subsection 2, Code 2022, is
amended to read as follows:

2, The accounting system and financial reporting to the
department shall conform with the cost principles for state,
local, and Indian tribal governments issued by the United
States office of management and budget. The information
shall segregate expenditures for administration, purchase of
service, and enterprise costs for which the region is a service
provider or is directly billing and collecting payments and
shall be identified along with other financial information in
a uniform chart of accounts prescribed by the department of
management. Following periodic review of administrative costs,
the department shall make recommendations+—in—econsultation
with—the legislative servieces—ageneyr; for standards defining

region administrative costs and the methodology for calculating
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a region’s administrative load. Such standards shall be
specified in rule adopted by the state commission.

a., Each county that had an urban renewal plan and area in
effect at any time during the most recently ended fiscal year
shall complete for each such urban renewal plan and area and
file with the department of management an urban renewal report
by December 1 following the end of such fiscal year.

a. Each board of trustees that has by resolution provided
for a division of taxes in the rural improvement zone during
the most recently ended fiscal year shall complete and file
with the department of management a tax increment financing
report by December 1 following the end of such fiscal year.

The bill requests the legislative council to
establish an interim study committee for the 2022 legislative
interim to identify entities to perform the duties currently
performed by the legislative services agency. The interim
study committee shall submit a report, including its findings
and recommendations to the general assembly by December 15,
2022.
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
